In  answer  to  the  first  and  second  objections  or  diffi¬ 
culties  of  our  correspondent,  we  give  the  rollowiiig 
etlract,  which  to  us  is  quite  satisfactory,  from  the  Com 
menlary  of  Dr.  Adam  Clarke,  on  Luke  iii :  23. 

“  Much  learned  labor  has  been  used  to  reconcile 
tiiis  genealogy  with  that  in  Si.  Matthew,  chapter  i, 
and  there  are  several  ways  of  doing  it  :  the  follow¬ 
ing  which  apjiears  to  me  tu  Ih*  the  best,  is  also  tin 
most  simple  and  easy, 

“  Matthew  in  descending  from  Abraham  to  Jo 
seph,  the  spouse  of  the  blessed  Virgin,  speaks  of 
SONS  properly  such,  by  way  of  natural  generation  : 
Abraham  begat  Isaac,  and  Isaac  begat  Jacob,  Stc. 
But  Luke  in  ascending  from  the  Saviour  of  tin 
worlds  to  Gtid  himself,  speaks  of  sons  either  pro 
perly  or  improperly  such  :  on  this  account  he  uses 
an  indeterminate  mode  of  expression,  which  may 
be  applied  to  sons  either  putatively  or  really  such. 
And  Jesus  himself  began  to  be  ahout  thirty  years 
of  age,  being  as  teas  supposed,  the  son  of  Joseph 
—■of  Heli—of  Matthat,  8ic.  This  receives  consi¬ 
derable  support  from  Raphelivs'  methtHi  of  reading 
the  original  on  (os  enomizeto  vios  Joseph)  ton  Heli, 
being,  (when  reputed  the  son  of  Joseph.)  the  son  of\ 
Heli,  be.  That  St.  Luke  does  nut  alwiiys  speak 
of  sons  properly  such,  is  evitlent  f'tnn  the  first  and 
list  person  which  ho  names  :  Jesus  Christ  was  onh 
the  supposed  son  of  Joseph,  because  Joseph  was 
the  hustiand  of  his  mother  Mary  :  and  Adam  who 
ia  said  tu  be  the  son  of  God.  was  such,  only  by 
creation.  After  this  observation  it  is  next  neces¬ 
sary  to  consider,  that  in  the  genealogy  descrilnal  by 
St.  Luke,  there  are  two  sons  improperly  such  : 
i.  e.  two  sons  in-law,  instead  of  two  sons. 

“As  the  Hebrews  never  permitted  women  to  en¬ 
ter  into  their  genealogical  tables,  whenever  a  family 
happened  to  end  with  a  daughter,  instead  of  namin’) 
her  in  the  genealogy,  they  inserted  her  husband  as 
the  «on  of  him,  who  was  in  reality,  but  his  father- 
in-law.  This  iinfiorl.  Bishop  Pearce  has  fully 
shown  nomizesthai  bears,  in  a  variety  of  places — 
Jesus  was  considered  according  to  law,  nr  allowed] 
custom,  tube  the  son  of  Joseph,  as  lie  was  of  Helii 

“The  two  sons-in-law  who  are  to  be  noticed  in 


Salathiel,  the  son-in-law  of  JVeri ;  whose  oie/t  fa 
ther  was  Jechonias.  1  Chron.  iii :  17,  and  Matt,  i: 
12.  This  remark  alone,  is  sufficient  to  remov 
every  difficulty.  Thus  it  appears  that  Joseph  son 
if  Jacob,  according  to  St.  Mat'hew,  was  son-in- 
law  of  Heli.  according  to  St.  Luke.  And  Sala 
ihiel,  eon  of  Jechonias,  accordir.g  to  the  former, 
was  son-in-law  of  JVeri,  according  to  the  latter. 

“  Mary  therefirre  appears  to  have  been  the  daugh 
ter  of  Heli,  so  called  by  abbreviation  for  Heliachim, 
which  is  the  same  in  Hebrew  with  Joachim. 

“Joseph  son  of  Jacob,  and  Mary  daughter  of 
Heli,  were  of  the  same  family  :  btitli  came  from 
SS^rubbabet;  Joseph  from  Abivd,  his  eldest  son, 
(Matt,  i :  IS.)  and  Mary  by  Rhesa,  the  youngest, 
a**  venefT. 


heretrix  of  the  family  of  JValhan.  Thus  it  appears, 
that  Jesus,  son  of  Mary,  re  united  in  himself  all  the 
blood,  privileges,  and  rights  of  the  whole  family  ol 
David  ;  in  corisequenre  of  which  he  is  eiiiphnticiilly 
culled  The  Son  of  David.  It  is  worthy  of  being 
remarked  that  Si.  Matllievv  who  wrote  principally 
liir  the  Jews,  extends  his  genealogy  to  Abraham. 
llirough  whom  the  promise  of  the  Messiah  was 
given  to  the  Jews  :  but  St.  Luke  w  bo  wrote  his 
history  for  the  instruction  of  the  Gentiles,  extends 
jliis  genealogy  to  Adam,  to  whom  the  promise  o( 
the  Redeemer  was  given  in  behalf  of  himself  nini 
of  all  his  posterity.” 

For  a  more  rail  and  ample  survey  of  the  whole  ground

In  answer  to  the  third  and  fifih  difficulties  proposed, 
we  would  remark,  that  in  both  the  prophetic  declara¬ 
tions  referred  to,  there  is  doubtless  an  accommodated, 
view  or  application  of  them  by  the  Evangelists,  This] 
is  not  only  allewnble  but  quite  common  in  the  Scrip¬ 
tures.  And  it  is  common  with  us,  in  our  ordinary  con. 
versatioii,  to  say,  in  reference  to  particular  individuals, 
or  particular  events,  “In  them  is  fulfilled,”  or  “in 
them  is  illustrated,  such  a  remark,  or  such  a  proverb.” 
On  Matthew  ii :  15,  Dr.  Clarke  has  the  following  com¬ 
ments.

Speak 
ing  of  the  various  MSS.  and  ancient  versions  of  the 
Scriptures,  oromissioii;  additions,  &c.,  As.,  he  says: 


if  knowledge  alfording  useful  materials  fur  thought, 
iliis  knowledge  was  uncommon  in  natural  history  and 
jnatural  philosophy.  He  was  a  proficient  in  the  ancient 
and  modern  languages  generally,uspecially  Latin, French 
'and  English  ;  and  well  read  in  their  best  authors. 

After  completing  his  academical  course,  he  settled  as 
a  preacher  at  Murten,  in  the  Pays  do  Vuud — but  shortly 
after  removed,  first  to  Monstein,  in  the  Grisons;  and 
thence  to  Jsenberg.  In  the  year  1758  he  was  appowt-. 
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«d  to  tlte-office  of  one  of  the  GeriBM  preaclierH  at  the 
ehurch  of  the  Reformed  at  Leipsic.  Here  wan  a  cun- 
^rejatioeof  persona  of  superior  edacation,  in  acitjr  famed 
far  its  many  men  of  genius  and  learning,  and  wtiere,  con¬ 
sequently,  a  groat  number  of  eyes  are  directed  toward 
the  public  preachers  of  divinity.  Here  he  enjoyed  the 
advantage  of  access  to  the  best  writings  in  every  branch 
of  literature,  and  the  friendship  and  aid  of  the  learned 
professors  in  the  university,  and  the  sacred  office. 
}lere,  also,  he  had  an  office  of  but  moderate  duties, 
which  enabled  him  to  give  that  high  degree  of  excellence 
to  his  sermons,  winch  charai;ferize  them.  Thus  favor- 


illumiiiate  many  who  might  otherwise  wander  in 
the  dark  paths  of  error.  Happy  they,  who.  having 
had  nearer  acceea  to  this  light,  shall  be  found  te  have 
caught  a  ray  of  the  heavenly  hre.” 

That  Mr.  Zollikofer  was  a  pious,  ardent  Univer- 
salist  in  his  sentiments,  no  one  can  doubt  that  has  perus¬ 
ed  his  writings.  The  declarations  to  this  effect,  in  his 
sermons,  (of  which  but  two  volumes  have  ever  been 
translated  into  English,)  are  positive  and  unequivocal. 
True,  he  believed  in,  and  sometimes  preached,  a  state  ofj 
retribution  in  the  immortal  world — but  he  never  even  in¬ 
timated  that  it  was  or  would  be  endless.  It  is  also  true 


d,  .Mr.  Zollikofer  profited  himself  and  others  by  hislj‘l'*'‘  •'«  ‘uHed  the  punishments  of  the  wicked  everlasting 
labors.  From  his  first  appearance  among  his  congrega-i '**'•'*  etertial,  using  the  Scripture  phraseology  on  the  sub-

and  principles  upon  which  they  acted  ;  carefully 
tracing  out  their  good  qualities,  and  heartily  rejoic¬ 
ing  111  every  discovery  uf  that  nature.  Let  the 
reader  fonti-mplaie  all  this  as  comhined  in  the 
character  uf  Ztillikofer,  and  then  pronounce  whether 
real,  undisseinhled  ventTnliun,  and  the  general  cs- 
li'cm  of  all  ranks  and  classes  ol  persons  must  not 
as  iiiscp.irably  have  attended  his  wisdom  and  vir¬ 
tue  as  the  shadow  follows  the  substance.

lie  was  twice  married — but  died  childless.  Both 
unions  were  happy.  For  a  year  before  his  departure, 
thinking  himself  no  longer  able  to  officiate  in  the  desk, 
he  wished  to  retire  to  Switzerland;  but  his  congregation 
unanimously  opposing  this  measure,  he  preached  one 
discourse  every  fortnight  until  a  few  weeks  before  his 
death.
